Tuesday's election, at first glance, is a 


tremendous victory for President Johnson. 


It is n demonstration of the confidence of a 


majority of the American people in his 


stewardship for the last 11 months and 


their willingness to submit to his leadership 
for a f u l l term at the head of our govern- 
ment. 


But some serious limitations on his 


mandate and that of the Democratic Party 
should be obvious from the sheer margin 
of the victory. The unprecedented plurality 
is evidence that the votes which created 
this unusual imbalance were votes against 
Goldwater rather than votes for Johnson.

our present systems. 


We do not believe t h a t the vote for 


President Johnson is a vole for the welfare 
or the socialized state. It was the cross- 
en er of Republicans which created his un- 
n.siial plurality. And to these Republicans 
Goldwalcr was not an acceptable spokes- 
man for conservatism. To these Repub- 
licans (ioldwater did not offer a choice. 
Instead he offered an unacceptable alter- 
native. 


The important question for the f u t u r e 


of the nation now is how the Republican 


Party will react to this overwhelming de- 
feat. 


The Goldwater candidacy brought about 


a curious realignment 
in the two-party 


system. The Dixiecrat states of Alabama, 
Mississippi, Louisiana, Georgia and South 
Carolina are for the moment in the Repub- 
lican fold.

"The great menace 
in re- 


viewing is not the lazy or 
biased man, but the one who 
is more anxious to write a 
lively piece than to deal fair- 
ly with the book under review. 
Literary editors can tell at a 
glance whether a review is 
lively: they cannot easily tell 
whether it is fair; and as the 
newspaper industry is highly 
competitive, 
this 
particular 


kind of meretricious 
review- 


ing is hard to eradicate." 


As every professional writer 


knows, it is much easier to 
jeer or sneer than to make a 
balanced estimate of a book's 
worth: a calm or 
favorable 


review often sounds dull, while 
a 
panning 
review 
is often 


quoted and reprinted and en- 
joyed by people who have nev- 
er read the book. 


The desire to be "lively" is 


a laudable one in writing, for 
the author's first duty is to 
hold his audience. But at what 
price, at what expense? Sure- 
ly not at the expense of fair- 


ness, of reliability, of respon- 
sibility toward the book 
re- 


viewed and toward the public. 


A review should be a kind 


of magnifying glass, in which 
the critic permits the readers 
to see the flaws and the vir- 
tues in the object under scru- 
tiny. In too many cases, how- 
ever. It's a looking glass in 
which the reviewer revels in 
his own expressions and atti- 
tudes, using the book only as 
a point d'appui for his own 
verbal acrobatics. 


The 
problem 
is a human 


one, and not merely a liter- 
ary one. It is a 
melancholy 


fact that critics are best re- 
membered for their jests and 
japes, not for their sober ap- 
praisals. When Benchley was 
reviewing plays for The New 
Yorker magazine 
(and 
quite 


capably), he was 
invariably 


quoted in his attacks, never in 
his praise. This so hurt him— 
for he had an essentially kind 
nature - that he left the field 
for good. 


Acerbity and mockery are 


not only easier to write, they 
arc easier to recall they make 
amusing conversation, t h e y 
serve as a substitute for judg- 
ment, and, most of all. they 
satisfy the snob that is latent 
in all of us. 


But this kind of "liveliness" 


should be the s?-ice — sparse- 
ly used — and not the main 
course. A review micht 
be 


garnished with wit. and per- 
haps even a soupcon of wick- 
edness, but when these be- 
come the substance, a review- 
er has relinquished his magni 
fying glass for a mirror that 
diminishes 
everyone, includ- 


ing in the end himself.
